HOOPER’S  SPECIFICATION. 


|  TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  John 
Hooper,  of  Reading,  in  the  County  of  Berks,  Apothecary  and  Man  Midwife, 
send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Matie  King  George  the  Second,  by  His 
5  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seale  of  Great  Brittain,  bearing  date  the 
First  day  of  July,  in  the  twenty-sixth  year  of  His  reign,  did  give  and  grant 
unto  me,  the  said  John  Hooper,  His  special  lycence  that  I,  the  said  John 
Hooper,  during  the  term  of  years  therein  expressly  expressed,  should  and 
lawfully  might  use,  exercise,  and  vend,  within  England,  Wales,  and  Town 
D  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  my  “  New-invented  Medicine,  prepared  in  Part 
Chymically,  and  compounded  of  several  Ingredients,  called  by  the  Name 
of  the  Child-bed  Cordial  and  Powders,  and  also  my  Strengthening  Balsom 
and  Strengthening  Powders  in  which  said  Letters  Patent  there  is  contained 
a  provisoe  obliging  me,  the  said  John  Hooper,  under  my  hand  and  seal,  to 
5  cause  a  particular  descripcon  of  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention,  and  in  what 
manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  inrolled  in  His  Matie’s  High 
Court  of  Chancery  within  three  calendar  months  after  the  date  of  the  said 
Letters  Patent  (as  in  and  by  the  same,  relation  being  thereunto  had,  may 
more  at  large  appear). 

)  NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  provisoe,  I,  the  said 
John  Hooper,  do  hereby  declare  that  the  said  medicine,  called  the  Child¬ 
bed  Cordial  and  Powder,  is  compounded  as  folio weth  (that  is  to  say) : — 


Simeon,  Extr. 
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Of  cordial  and  antispasmodic  ingredients,  prepared  by  distillation  and 
infusion.  The  powder  to  promote  pains  is  prepared  of  warm,  stimulateing 
ingredients,  and  given  about  a  scruple  for  a  dose.  The  other  powder  to 
ease  the  after  pains  is  prepared  of  uterine  and  antidolorific  ingredients,  and 
given  in  the  same  dose  as  the  former.  5 

And  the  other  new-invented  medicines,  called  by  the  name  of  the 
Strengthening  Balsom  and  Powder,  are  prepared  as  followeth  (that  is  to 
say)  : — 

The  balsam  is  compounded  of  dissolving  and  discusing  ingredients,  infused 
in  a  proper  menstruum,  and  to  be  used  full  and  change  of  the  moon.  The  1( 
power  is  compounded  of  attinuating  and  antifebril  strengthening  ingredients, 
and  given  about  a  scruple  in  a  dose  when  the  balsam  is  used.
